made to accommodate them. 
Democrats Oppose the Plan. 

The Democratic members of the board op- 
posed Mr. Badenoch's effort, but agreed that 
in all the large precincts they would supply 
the polling-places with extra booths, and the 
number of beoths assigned to the Fourth 
Precinct of the Thirty-fourth Ward is ten and 
to the Second Precinct eight. In all other 
precincts where the registration runs over 
350 from one to three and five extra booths 
will be put in. With this slight addition to 
the facilities it will be necessary even thon 
for voters living in these large districts, and 
in fact all the * ep wards, to vote in the 
morning before they come down-town or they 
will find that they have been deprived of that 
privilege. In New York the law requires that 
there shail be at each polling piace at least 
one voting booth for every fifty voters of the 
precinct. It 1 difficult to see how all the 
electors of a p ct are to be accommodated 
when there is but one booth for every 100 


voters. 

Some lively proceedings marked the morn- 
mg session of the board. Merely as a pre- 
cautionary measure it had been decided to 
have two representatives from each of the 
Republican and Detgocratic parties selected 
to watch the prin and handling of the 
ballots. But when William A. Taylor, Clerk 
of the board, who claims that he is responsi- 
ble for that work, learned what had been 
done he immediately entered a vigorous pro- 
test.

tion. 
Bitter Talk Indulged In, 


Before all the matter could be finally and 
definitely settled, however, a good deal of 
hot and bitter talk was indulged in. It started 
when Commissioner Badenoch gave notice the 
Republican County Executive committee had 
appointed Q. J. Chott and Jacob Mandel baum 
to go to P. F. Pettibone’s office, where the 
ballots are bei printed, and act as the 
watchers for the publican party. There- 
upon President Keenan deciared the board 
had not agreed to enter into mgs 4 such ar- 
rangement. Mr. Badenoch said it had been 
adopted by unanimous. vote, and that Mr. 
Keenan had put his signature to the agree- 
ment. This assertion and contradiction led 
to a heated discussion, in which Mr. Keenan

He also informed the President 
he had said the day before he believed it ad- 
visa ble for each party to have trusted repre- 
sentatives at the printing shops to see that no 
ballots are stolen or duplicated and you con- 
curred in opinion.’ 

Iu proof of his assertion Mr. Badenoch had 
the shorthand reporter read his transcribed 
3 of the action taken, which were as fol- 

ows: 

Mr. Badenoch—Mr. Chairman, by previous ar- 
rangement of the board the Democratic and me 
Republican parties are to be authorized to place 
representatives. not exceeding two, in the offi 
of the printer to watch their respective parties 
interests. 

Mr. Keenan—I see no objection to that what- 
ever. The order is made authorizing. the Chair- 
men of the two great parties to send two of their 
representatives to the printing office and to 
maintain. them there during the process of the 
printing of the ballot. 

Mr. denoch We can name two from this 
office. If 1 haven't got two qualified to go I 
can get two. 

Mr. Keenan—I think it would be more in our 
remy to have two men from this office. I don't 
think we should have outsiders to go there. 


Keenan’s Anger Increases. 


The reading of this report seemed toincrease 
Mr, Keenan’s anger to a high pitch, and he 
objected most emphatically and strenuously 
to any such a system of what he cailed 
Surveillance.“ Objection was also raised to 
Mr. Mandel baum’s selection as one of the Re- 
publican watchers, but this was easily over- 
come by Mr. Badenoch offering to substitute 
in his place another representative. He also 
made a motion the watchers be authorized to 

o to the printing establishment. Previcus to 
this, however, the Democratic members of 
the board had suggested the watchers, if they 
were to have any, ought to be selected from 
the office of the Board of Commissioners. 
Nobody seconded Mr. Badenoch’s motion, and 
President Keenan declared the matter was 
disposed of, But he took occasion still 
further to criticise Mr. Badenoch by sarcastic- 
ally saying to him, Lou can’t work a thing 
like that on this board. ‘ 

J can do my duty here, and I will say this, 
that I am: my own master here, which is more 
than others can say.“ 

In the meantime Mr. Taylor had entered 
his protest and gave the board the option of 
rescinding its action or of relieving him from 
all responsibility in the printing and the 


handling after they have been printed of the 


ballots. In support of his argument on this 
point he quoted the law, which reads: 

Any person who shall * or falasly make the 
official indorsement on any ballot, or shall take

He said that to make him responsible with 
representatives of the two parties: would put 
him ina a position where, should anything 
crooked occur, he would be compeiled to 
share thé responsibility. 

This objection on the part of Mr. Taylor 
gave the two Democratic members of the 

oard an opportunity to back out of the 
agreement they had entered into and they 
promptly took advantage of it.

A delegation of three men claiming to rep- 
resent the People’s Populist party called on 
the board and stated they desired to withdraw 
the name of one of the candidates on that 
ticket for county office.

The matter was con- 
sidered for some time by the board and it

seven men are for free trade plus a variety of 
fad embellishments. They do not take their 
free trade straight like the Pemocrats.

STATISTICS FLATLY CONTRADICT MAC- 
7 VEAGH. 

In his latest speech Mr. MacVeagh spoke 
of “returning prosperity—of actual pros- 
perity, in fact, as the present condition of 
things in this country. His language carries 
with it the inference that the people have 
nothing to complain of in comparison with 
the conditions of two yearsago. The follow- 
ing little table, copied from an afternoon pa- 
per, states the aggregates of bank clearings 
in each of the three principal cities of the 
United States for last week and for the corre- 
sponding time in 18092, the week being the 
six business days ending with Thursday, as 
published in the weekly table of bank clear- 
ings in all the principal cities:

These baak clearing figures are accurate in- 
dices of the industrial and commercial activi- 
ties of the country. They furnish an invalua- 
ble record of relative if not actual values of 
the business done at different times. They 
show a decrease of 24.6 per cent, nearly one- 
quarter, in the money value of the goods 
handled and the labor paid for last week as 
compared with the same portion of 1892, 
which was about a week before Grover Cleve- 
land was elected to preside over the affairs of 
the people. this including an important and 
highly disastrous interference with their busi- 
ness activities. The showmg for the three 
cities is nearly the same as that of the whole 
country, the decrease for which is showa by 
the clearings table to have been 21 per cenfin 
the two years. Furthermore, the tables show 
that from the corresponding week one year 
ago there_has been a decrease in the clearings 
of 6.4 per cent for New York and 3.7 per 
cent for Chicago. Even Mr. MacVeagh hard- 
ly will haye the cheek to claim that the coun- 
‘try was blest with “ actual prosperity ” in Oc- 
tober of last year, and if he has bis statement 
would meet with flat contradiction from the 
industrial statistics fur this city as compiled 
last week by one of the henchmen of his boss, 
Hopkins. 

Mr. MacVeagh asa merchant ought to be 
familiar with these facts, if not as a ‘scholar 
in politics. In reality the differences be- 
tween the figures of two years ago and now 
do not measure the full extent of the deca- 
dence due to the diabolical interference of the 
Democrats with the prosperity of the country 
and of the people. If the good business con- 
ditions of two years ago had been continued 
as they woula have been uader Republican 
rule, the Chicago bank clearings would have 
been 10 to 15 per cent larger now than those of 
two years ago, making them at least 125 mill- 
ions instead of the85 million dollars reported.

ARGUING FOR 0 FREE SILVER.” 

The Joliet News says that while the trade | 
dollar contained seven and one-half more 
grains of silver than did tho Bland ” dollar 
it was worth but about 80 cents when the 
government called it in, though the Bland ” 
dollar was worth a dollar, still is worth a 
dollar, and today will buy just as much as a 
gold dollar.“ The News argues from this as 
if it sunposes the people are taking the last- 
na med silver dollar at its intrinsic value, says 
it passes just as freely in Joliet as ever, * 
and that the government can make the in- 
dividual take the coin regardless of the indi- 
vidual’s opinions on finance or his wishes in 
the mutter. 

In the first place there is uo such thing as u 
„ Bland ”’ dollar. The coin referred to is the 
„Allison“ Lollar. The bill, as introduced 
into the House by Bland in 1878, provided 
that any owner of silver bullion may deposit 
the same at any United Stutes coining mint or 
assay office to be coined into such dollars (of 
412½ grains of standard fineness) for his 
benefit, and upon the same terms and condi. 
tions as gold bullion is deposited for coinage 
under existing laws. That bill passed the 
House, but was changed in the Senate, so that 
the la w, as passed, differs in a most important 
respect from the Bland bill. The law provid- 
ed that the Secretary of the Treasury should 
purchase silver bullion ‘at the mar- 
ket price thereof, not less than two million 
dollars worth per month nor more than four 
million dollars worth per month, and cause 
the same to be coined monthly, as fast as so 
purchased, into silver dollars. It also pro- 
vided that any holder of the coin authorized 
by the act might deposit it in sums of not 
less than ten doliars and receive therefor cer- 
tificates.of not less than ten dollars each, 
which should be receivable for customs, taxes, 
and all public dues, and might be reissued, 

Under this law the United States purchased 
silver bullion in limited quantities. It did 
not coin silver for owners of the builion, as 
proposed by Bland. If the Bland bill had be- 
come a law the value of the silver dollar 
would have declined 11 per cent al-, 
most immediately, the average value of 
fine silver for that year being $1.152 per 
ounce, instead of 51. 20K, Which gave 89.1 
cents for the value of the pure silver in the 
United States dollar, And from that point 
the value of the coin would have gone on 
sinking till it had. got down to 50 cents or 
less. But we did not adopt the Bland proposi- 
tion, did not agree to coin silver bullion at 
the pleasure of the holder, and hence did not 
find it impossible to maintain. the buying 
power of the silver dollar to parity with gold. 

After passing the Allison bill'we proceeded 
to coin silver and issue certificates, then ex- 
tended cur scope, bought a great deal more 
silver, and issued Treasury notes against it. 
At last it became evident that if the process 
was continued much longer it would be diffi- 
cult if not impossible to maintain: silver at 
par with gold. Foreigners took the alarm 
and withdrew goid, domestic bankers fol- 
lowed the example and hoarded the precious 
metal, and then there was a écarcity of all 
money, the result being a panic. President 
Cleveland yielded to the pressure and in obe- 
dience to his call Congress resolved to stop 
‘the purchases of silver. But there was no 
demonetization. The silver already eoined 
and the paper issued against it and 
against silver bullion -.held in the 
Treasury were just as good as ever, 
much better than they could have been if sil- 
ver purchases were continued. It is worthy 
of remark that there has not been in this or 
any other country a demonetization of 
silver, but simply a suspension of further is- 
sues of silver coin whea it was believed that 
further coinage would endanger the parity of 
that previously issued from the mints, 

The editor of the Joliet News, like all other 
fellows whd advocate cheap money, loses 
sight of the fact that all there is to money is 
its exchange value. They do not understand 
that if we should take a silver dollar and strip 
it of half its exchange value the result would 
be a loss of 50 cents in money on each dollar 
so treated and that if we should adopt the 
scrip they hanker after, having a buying 
power of (say) 5 cents on the dollar, it would 
be taking away 95 per cent of the exchange 
value, the alleged “dollar” being only 5 
cents removed from the point of being worth 
nothing at all. Ifa man had a piece of paper 
in his hand labeled one dollar,“ but which 
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had an exchange value of ten dollars, he 


would have more money than if he held a 
piece of paper labeled ten dollars, but 
which had only one dollar of buying power. 
If these and other cognate facts once could 
be crowded into the heads of those men, if 
they could be brought to perceive what ought 
to be a self-evident fact, that exchange value 
is the essence of money value, they would cease 
their senseless clamor for free silver and 
flat paper. and cease exhibiting themselves as 
having no more knowledge than babies have 
in regard to the nature, use, and value of 
money. 

If we had undertaken the coinage of the 
„ Bland dollar sixteen years ago we now 
would be just where Mexico, China, and other 
silver countries are today. Silver has de- 
clined in China, the coin having a purchasing 
power about equal to the bullion value 
of the coin. When a Chinaman buys 
anything from abroad he has to pay 
twice as much silver as he would 
be called on to pay if 16 ounces of silver were 
worth one ounce of gold. Thesame is true of 
the Mexican. It would have been our experi- 
ence if we had gone in on the free silver 
lay.“ It is just possible that the Populist 
News may have an extensive circulation 
among the convicts in the Joliet Penitentiary, 
who are a very hard set of citizens, but even 
they ought to be saved from such corrupting 
and poisonous * reasoning,’’ which would tend 
to keep them from reforming if they desired 
to become better men.

Hence these leaders were guilty 
of unpardonable neglect in not examining 
into the facts, or they acted with diabolical 
malice, well knowing they were doing great 
harm. 

The latter is the only conclusion Sake be 
arrived at by sensible men after looking at 
the circumstances. The heavy. blow wat 
struck deliberately, well knowimg the mischief 
it would cause and without any misapprehen- 
sion as to the class of people who would be 
most injured by it. The bosses in Congress 
who influenced the legislation which abol- 
ished reciprocity in trade must have known 
the resulting large loss of foreign markets for 
agricultural products would fall exclusively 
on the farmers of the Northern States and 
that those of the South would not be affected 
by it except as they might be able to buy 
Northern produce more cheaply because of 
the lowering of prices which inevitably comes 
with a diminished market for the goods.

TO TEST THE. NEW WHISKY TARIFF. 


Maryland Distillers to Take the Wilson 
Law Inte Court. 


BaLrInonx, Md., Oct. 31,—[Special.]—The 
Maryland distillers will test in the courts the 
constitutionality of that prevision of the new 
tariff law which extends the time whisky may 
remaia bond from three to eight years, 
but sub it to the increased tgx for any or 
all of the additional five years. The distillers 
claim the clause impairs the obligation of a 
contract entered into between thé govern- 
ment and themselves when the whisky was 
bonded under the tariff law of 1890. 

Lovuisvitxe, Ky., Ost. 31.—By a decision 
of the United States Board of Appraisers of 
New York re-importéd whisky, on which tax 
had not been paid priorto the new tariff law 
going into effect, must pay $1.10 a gallon 
even if it had been re-imported prior to the 
time the tariff law went into effect. A copy 
of this decision was received here by Survey- 
or Alford today. The question arose over 
some 4,000 or 5,000 barrels of whisky heid 
by twelve different owners in the Louisville 
public warehouse. Secretary Carlisle has de- 
cided that re-imported whisky does not even 
get the benefit of the eight-year bonded 
period. In line with the decision given above 
the Secretary holds that re-imported whisky 
pays a duty and not an internal revenue tax 
and is therefore to be treated as any other 
im port, 


GATES IRON WORKS TO BE MOVED. 


Ground Rented at the Corner of Elston 
and Bicomingdale Avenues. 

The Gates iron works, now located at Clin. 
ton and Washington streets, the home of the 
company for fifty years, willsoon be moved 
toa point on the North Branch lymg at the 
intersection of Elston and Bloomingdale 3ve- 
nues.. The company leased the property for 
ninety-nine years from Peter N. Kohlsaat ata 
yearly rental of $1,800 for the first three 
yearsand at a slight increase beyond that 
period. The deal was made by Edgar M. 
Snow & Co., and there is a provision in the 
lease permitting the Gates Iron Works com- 
pany to buy any time in three years on the 
valuation named in the contract, The ground 
has an area of 58,400 square feet, and ad- 
joining it is a tract containing 75,000 square 
feet now occupied by the same company. It 
is the intention to combine the machine shops 
at Clinton and Washington streetsand another 
at Hawthorne avenue and Willow stteet on 
the two tracts at Eleton and Bloomingdale 
avenues, where there is good shipping 
facilities by way of the river and the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul and Northwestern 
roads. Another deal was practically ciosed 
for a tract at Hawthorne avenue and Willow 
street, but this fell through because of a 
right of way through the property in question 
held by a railroad sompany, the existence of 
which was not known at the time. Contracts 
havealready been let for the building of. 
machine shops anda switch into the yards 
is now being laid.

of FroebeleStudy of Psychology in Its 
Application to Motherhood=How In- 
stinet Differs from Caprice. 

Over 200 of the most intelligent and pro- 
gressive mothers in Chicago assembled yes- 
terday morning at the Chicago Kindergarten 
College, No, 10 Van Buren street, to hear 
Miss Elizabeth Harrison deliver the opening 
lecture of the mothers’ classes for the present 


term, 
The object of these classss, said Miss Har- 
rison, was not, as some supposed, a consulta- 


tion together of mothers, but the study of the 
laws of growth of the human mind. Emer-. 


son said if he saw in tree and steam and crye- 
tal what he himself bed thought, then he 
knew his thought was true. Iu like manner 
the speaker knew her theories were true be- 
cause nature taught thateverything developed 
according to the laws of its being. The great 
ecience of evolution had served to show this 
in the clearest maaner. Nature, reason, and 
revelation were all asking why a little child 
should be different. from the rest of the de- 
veloping universe and be considered like 
Topsy. 

The study of psychology and its application 
to the science of motherhood, said Miss Harri- 
son, was a new science, and like every other 


science it had to pass through the three peri- | 
ods corresponding to the exclamation point, 


the interrogetion point, and the period. In 
the exclamation period people said Bring 
up children by rule! A spinster, tell me, the 
mother of four children, how to nurture and 
train them! But the fact that 3,000 moth- 
ers had taken up a three-years’ course of 
study in thts science incicated that that peri- 
od had been passed and the interrogation pe- 
riod reached. The work now in hand was the 
work of statement.

the worst evils 8 and clarify 
themselves. It was age of Beethoven, 
who, in his lonely home in Vienna, was show. 
ing that even discord might be made subser- 
vient to harmony. 

oebel a Mighty Giant. 


So then it was when the clouds of the eight 
eenth century were breaking away that Froe- 
bel lived and wrote and stood like a mighty 
giant, disowned by all around, but serene in 
the consciousness of the imperishable vaiue of 
his theories. The science of motherhood was 
essentially optimistic and showed how much 
of the evil of the present age which produces 
only despair was capable of being handled 
and cured. Apropos to this,statement Miss 
Harrison told of a wealthy man who had said 
to her: I have 1,000 labori men under 
me and they appear so stolid and bestial I 
once made up my mind they were mere cattle 
and there was no use trying to help them. But 
your lectures have let a gleam of sunshine 
into my soul, for I see there is at least hope 
for their children. 

Leaving the man and turuing to the science 
Miss Harrison then laid down the three fol- 
lowing fundamental directions: First, study 
what is in the child; second, study what the 
child is in; and, third, stud how you can 
know what is in the child — what the child 
is in. In these directions she maintained there 
was no. Egyptian mystery, though some 
mothers, when the subject of the science of 
motherhood is mentioned to them, go wild 
over the imagined difficulty and mystery of 
the study. How can I, with the cares of a 
family on my mind,“ they sad, ever master 
such an abstruse subject? But the truth was 
the science was nothing but plain common 
sense. 

Mise Harrison then took up her first direction 
and inquired, ‘* What is in your child?” That 
question, she said) was becoming more and 
more question of the age, The 
study of childhood was everywhere 
receiving supreme attention. The world 
was - seeth with psyccological: study. 
Stanley Ha and others was flooding 
the country with interrogations for mothers 
and teachers to answer; The public schools 
were being searched for phenomena and rec- 
ords were being made. Every one wanted to 
know what were a child’s thoughts, about un- 
seen faces, about unseen animals, about God, 
and about everything. If a young chick took 
naturally to scratching and a young duck to 
swimming, people wanted to know why a 
child also should not have natural instincts. 
This led to Froebel’s first principle, that in 
every child there were certain universal in. 
stincts, which could not be learned in a day 
nor a year, but which it was the duty of 
adults to study. 


Instinct Differs from Caprice. 


There was, however, Miss Harrison said, a 
broad distinction between universal instincts 
and individual caprice, She then told the in- 
cident which Ballington Booth recently re. 
lated in Chicago cf his 38-year-old son. Mr. 
Booth was down-stairs and the child up-stairs. 
Suddenly the child was heard to cry. Mr. 
Booth rushed up-stairs to learn the cause and 
said to his son, What is the matter?” “I 
am weeping,” said the boy. 80 I see, said 
his father, but why da you weep?’ “I am 
weeping.” said the boy, to have my tears 
wiped away.. Mr. Booth had intimated that 
his gon was exhibiting a natural instinct, as 
he used the incident to illustrate the craving 
of the human heart for sympathy. But, Miss 
Harrison said, if he had studied the science of 
motherhood he would have khown better. 
The child was simply playing a trick to get 
him to come back up-stairs. 

The way to determine whether an “act of 
childhood was a manifestation of a universal 
instinct ora transient caprice was to ask 
whether, if it were fostered, it would promote 
a healthy development of character, For in- 
stance, a boy is gomg somewhere with his 
mother, and she stops and has a long conver- 
sation with some one about bonnets or cauli- 
flower. and the boy tugs at her arm and en- 
treats her to come aloug. That, Miss Haari- 


son attributed to the universal instinct of | 


rogress, which it would be weil to foster. 
On the other hand she told of a boy who 
would eat nothing but cookies. Even when 
traveling to Caiifornia, when the ccokies gave 
out, his mother got out at the fitst town and 
cooked some more for him. His mother 
spoke of it assomething natural to the child, 
and entirely inscrutable, But Miss Harrison 
set it down to vaprice. 

Miss Harrison then passed to Froebel’s sec- 
ond general principle that a mother should 
train her child for some noble part in life. 
It was a trite saying that all great men had 
had good mothers. She knew of one con- 
scientious mother who had made a business 
of reading the biographies of great men to 
learn the secret of their motherly training. 
This mother’s conclusion was that the mothers 
of ail great men had made their chiidren their 
constant companions, and had labored to fill 


their youthful minds with lofty ideals. 


Miss Harrison then proceeded to show how 
the stories, songs, games of childhood 
im principles on the child’s mind, and 
how these principles might be made either 
good or bad, according to the way in which 
they were taught. The principles of the home 
and of patriotism were often corrupted in- 
stead of being strengthened in this way. for 
her part she expected to see the day when 
‘even the science of sociology would be in- 
bred in the nursery.
